w ith in a short time be boosted to 70 
or even 75 cents an hour, in order to 
compensate the contractors for 
the 


loss incurred by them in granting the 
demands of their striking employees. 
A peaceful settlement of the strike 
was effected Monday and those «of the 
strikers who have been successful in 
being re-employed returned to work 
at that tim e ...W h ile the 
time 
and 
wage scale was agreed to, as asked 
by the strikers, they were 
in 
turn 
forced to make 
some 
concessions, 
chief of which was the signing of an 
agreemen to abide by the scale now 
in force for the ensuing three years. 
Hitherto it has been possible to ask 
for a revision of the scale each year, 
resulting in an unstable condition of 
affairs, and seriously embarrasing the 
master plumbers in 
contracting 
for 
future work. 
A settlement of the difficulties be­ 
tween the masters and the journey­ 
men has been anticipated since the 
action of E. C. W indle in granting the 
increase demanded, and re-employing 
his men. 
The masters have, however, 
contended throughout 
the 
course of 
the strike, that any substantial 
in­ 
crease in the wage scale, or shortening 
the working day, would inevitably re­ 
sult in an increase in the plumbing 
rates in the city.

Sebring Six Auto Will 
Be Made in New Factory 


BEGIN C0NSTRUC1I0N 
or

While in Alliance Tuesday the com­ 
missioners ot Columbiana county met 
with the city engineer and service 
director regarding the changes in the 
public roads that cross the proposed 
site of the city reservoir, near West- 
ville and examined the proposition of 
the city for changes of roads. Plans 
were approved by the hoard of com­ 
missioners. 
These plans include the 
vacation of the road from the Murphy 
corner west to the public road leading 
south one mile west of Westville. The 
road south from Westville is to be 
elevated about eight feet by a fill, the 
surface of which shall be at least 20 
feet in width and the bridge spanning 
the stream at this point is to be raised 
by stone abutment at least eight feet 
above its present height. 
The drive 
way across the w ater is to be proteet- 
ed by guard rails, and all of this work 
is to he done by the city of Alliance. 
The road one-half mile east of the 
Westville road running south is to lie 
treated in the same m anner as the 
Westville road. 
Work has begun on the big storage 
basin for Alliance, 
near 
Westville. 
Men and teams, 
with 
plows and 
scrapers, are there and a big job lies 
before them to complete the work. 
Embankments will he thrown up, in 
places eight feet in height, as the 
bounds 
for 
the 
reservoir. 
These 
banks will be made of earth taken 
from the site of the basin. 
The sub 
contractors upon the work do not look 
upon it as a sum m er’s job, but sa\ 
it will take two years to complete the 
excii vation.

At the t.nie of the American Civil war 
arms and legs were lopped ofT by thou­ 
sands to prevent blood poisoning.

these days of antiseptic surgery there 
is almost no amputation. 
One soldier 
was shot through the middle of the 
finger; 
his whole 
finger 
has been 
saved 
A number were struck when 
tiring from lying posture, the bullet 
passing through the 
head, 
straight 
down through the heart and out at 
the thigh 
The lives of several so 
wounded have been saved 
It used to 
be considered fatal to be struck in 
heart or head In these hospitals there 
are men who have been shot right 
through heart or head and who will re 
cover. 
Often it Ik not «'onsblered nec- 
©ssary to extract bullets which have 
lodged In the body. The wont d is sim ­ 
ply disinfected and allowed to heal. 
Nothing is more significant of the 
fine quality of the Servian peasantry 
than the speed 
with 
which 
their 
wounds have cicatrized. The surgeons 
are amazed, and lay the phenomenon 
to pure blood 
untainted by alcohol. 
Many brought here within the last two 
months have recovered, and gone back 
to the fi out. 
One of the most 
interesting hos 
pitals is in charge of the 
Russian 
corps, in the local exposition building. 
Nearly all the nurses here are women 
i of good faniilv, a number of whom got 
experience in the Russo-Japanese war 
Enter this ward 
That blond young 
woman ironing sheets near the door in 
the corridor is the «laughter of the 
Russian 
ambassador. 
These 
are 
wounded Servian officers in here. 
It 
is the visiting hour. 
In Servia, it is

Washington.—President Wilson and 
the Democrats in official life in W ash­ 
ington generally are not the only ones 
in the capital deeply Interested in the 
outcome of tariff legislation in the up­ 
per house at this extra session. 
It is 
perfectly apparent that the old line 
Republican leaders of the senate are 
on the uncertain seat. 
They do not 
know whether to become active fight­ 
ers against the Democratic bill or to 
remain as non-combatants. 
Naturally 
they are looking to the future and to 
the future of their party, and judging 
from appearances they would 
give 
much to know today just what pros­ 
pect there is of 
ultimate 
concord 
among the Democratic senators on the 
subject of the house bill. 
In the senate the progressive Repub­ 
licans are in the main apparently fair­ 
ly well satisfied with a good many of 
the paragraphs in the Democratic tar­ 
iff bill as the bous«* has prepared it. 
Some of these progressive Republic­ 
ans who have declined to join the Pro- 
gr«‘ssive party, are anxious that the 
two factious of Republicanism shall 
get together once more in order that 
a united front can b<* prestjnted to the 
Democratic enemy in the next 
elec­ 
tion. 
These progressive Republicans, 
men like Cummins, Borah and others, 
are moderate tariff revisionists and it 
is riot likely that they would stand 
with the old line Republicans in oppo­ 
sition to those provisions of the new 
bill which make only moderate cuts 
in some of the schedules. 
Old Timers in Doubt. 
The senate Republicans of the old 
school do not know whether or not to 
sit back and let the 
tariff 
bill 
go 
through without much protest. If they 
can get the support of the progres­ 
sives of their party they may be will 
ing to make a stand and to protest vir- 
tually against every provision in the 
bill, but otherwise they may elect to 
allow the measure to go through with 
out much debate and then trust to the 
low«*red rat«s to bring destruction to 
the Democratic party.” 
Some time ago, even bt'fore the new 
1 «eurocratic tariff bill was under dis­ 
cussion by the house ways and means 
committee, some of the high protec­ 
tion Republicans in the senate said 
publicly that it would be better for 
the party not to enter any vigorous 
protest Against 
the passage of the 
bill, but simply to allow it 
to 
go 
through with an extremely 
limited 
amount of opposition debate, and to 
make a few speeches saying that the 
bill would be disastrous to the coun­ 
try, and then to sit back, let the meas­ 
ure go through 
and trust the result 
to God and the ultimate consumer.” 
Now it may be that a change of 
mind will come to the old line Repub­ 
licans. 
It is certain to come if the 
progressives of their party will join 
with them in a program of assault 
upon all the provisions of tlx* bill 
¡’he old 
lin«* Republicans, however, 
say they do not believe it would do the 
future of their party any good if the 
Progressives were to join with them in 
!h«>ir attacks on parts of the Demo­ 
cratic measure and to join with the 
Democrats in the defense 
of 
other 
parts of it 
The high protection Re­ 
publicans say that such a course sim 
ply would aecentrate the difference of 
ariff opinion in their party. 


May Be Little Opposition. 
Ho it may be that the tariff bill as 
framed by the Democrats 
will 
go 
through th«* senate without much Re 
publican opposition, but it is possible* 
that if the Republicans find there are 
enough Democrats v illmg to join th«‘ni 
in opposition to the cut in the sugar 
and wool rates they may agr«*e to en­ 
ter the fight even thougii the progres­ 
sives of their party will not go along 
with them wholeheartedly 
As has been intimated, 
President 
Wilson himself is still in the twilight 
zone on the subject of the outcome in 
the senate on tariff legislation as pro 
posed by the bill which has been in­ 
troduced into th«* house. 
No president 
ever has been able to know definitely 
in advance what the senators were 
going to do. 
They are a law unto 
them selves because their 
terms 
of 
service are six years long and each 
man seems to believe that if he makes 
a mistake time will bring forgetful­ 
ness of it to his constituents. 
President Wilson seemingly is op 
timistic even while he does not see 
his way yet perfectly clear to com 
plete success for his tariff measure 
in congress 
The friends of the ad­ 
ministration declare that the president 
thinks all the 
Democratic 
senators 
eventually will be brought into line 
and that the bill which will go through 
will bear so few marks of compro­ 
mise that it rightly can be called an 
administration measure and a Balti 
more platform measure. 
The progres­ 
sive Democrats in the senate are doing 
everything which they can to bring 
their higher protection brethren into 
line on sugar, lumber and wool 
if 
they succeed it will make little differ 
enee probably what th<* Republicans 
do, for the liemocrats have a solid 
majority of six in the upp«>r house and 
this is as good as if it were six hun­ 
dred

Columbus, April 30.— An^ boy 
or 
girl not more than 20 years old may 
en ter the apple grow ing contest of the 
state board of agriculture. 
Com peti­ 
tion will he confined to the county in 
which the orchard is located. 
T he orchard used for the 
contest 
m ust be w hat is known as 
a 
farm 
orchard. 
It cannot be a part of a 
com m ercial orchard 
O rchards which 
have been 
sprayed 
for 
n season 
under the supervision of the 
state 
nursery and orchard inspector 
ar« 
barred from the contest. 
.The test shall consist of ten acres 
In one block preferably without 
a 
vacancy. 
A m ajority of the 
trees 
must be at least 15 years old. 
The 
contestant may follow his own plan of 
treatm ent. 
D irections for spraying 
and pruning will 
be 
furnished 
him 
upon application by the board. 
All work on the trees must be done 
bv the contestant, although help mav 
be employed for th e purpose of opera 
ting spray pumps and in rem oval of 
brush. 
Bulletins on the way to eare 
for orchards may be obtained from 
the W ooster Experim ent station as 
weR a» from the board. 
Applicants m ust en ter the 
contest 
not later than May 1. 
The winner« 
will be given a fre*> trip to W ashing­ 
ton with th*> boy corn contest 
win­ 
ners. 
The trip will 
be 
given 
in 
December, 
it is hoped to send 
at 
least one bov who enters the apple 
growing contest from each county. 
It will cost $50 for everv contest 
ant sent. 
This m oney is to be colect- 
ed or guaranteed by som e person in 
each county or territo ry sending a

HAD FIRST WIRELESS 


African Tribes Used Drums, Etc., 
to Convey Messages. 


News of Important Events in Heart 
of Sudan Sent to Trading Posts 
on the Coast— Had Their Own 
Telegraph Code. 


Paris.—The principle of telegraphy 
would appear to have been anticipated 
by the savage tribes in the heart of 
Africa. 
This barbaric system of com­ 
munication, at once practical and ef­ 
fective, survives to this day, and its 
value has been tested many times. 
French explorers seem to have been 
the first to bring this 3ystem to the 
knowledge of civilized 
people. 
By 
means of it news of important events 
in the interior of the Sudan reaches 
all the trading ports on the coast in 
a short time. 
The 
communication 
is made 
by 
means of various 
instruments, 
the 
most common ones being horn, tom­ 
toms and whistles. The horns are 
made of solid Ivory, hollowed out of 
elephants’ .tusks. 
The mouthpiece Is 
at the side. 
These trumpets are of 
various sizes, but the favorite ones 
are very long and give seven distinct 
notes, 
produced 
by 
plugging 
the 
mouthpiece with corks of different 
sizes. 
The ordinary tomtom is a 
hollow bit of wood, with a goatskin 
over one end. 
The following 
instance 
illustrates 
the manner iy which the native tele­ 
graph is employed 
The post com­ 
mander at Stanley Falls was once in­ 
formed by a native of a neighboring 
village that a provision train had been 
attacked two days before at a point 
180 miles further down the Kongo 
A 
week later the party arrived and con 
j firmed the story in part. 


1 
They had reached the scene of the 
alleged attack at the time reported, 
but the shots that the natives had 1 
taken as indications of a conflict with 
robbers had been fired at a herd of 
antelope. 
At a later period, when an officer of 
the French Kongo came to grief in the 
rapids, tire accident was reported the 
next morning at a village 18G miles 
distant. 
Among the Bengali tribe a sort of 
xylophone is used with four notes, by 
means of which the natives communi­ 
cate over great distances in a kind 
of telegraphic la n g u a g e . 
An American missionary 
working 
among the BasutGS discovered that 
the villages had means of conveying 
messages from one chief to another 
or of transmitting the intelligence of 
defeat or victory. 
The Basutos hollow out 
a 
large 
gourd and thoroughly dry it. 
Then 
kidskin as hard and as thin as parch­ 
ment is stretrhed aeross ttie hollow of 
the gourd 
When beaten with a pad­ 
ded drumstick this gives forth a sound 
that may b«> distinctly heard at a dis 
tanee of from five to eight miles 
In every village here is a class 
of 
men who are utilized as scouts. Among 
these ttiere are always some trained 
to the use of the gourd drum. 
The 
code Is what might be called an Af­ 
rican Mors* alphabet and is beaten on 
the drum in the open air 
The sound is carried across he val- 
h.'S and glens to the next village, 
where It is interpreted by another 
scout. 
If tin message is for a distant 
\i!lage he repeats it on his drum, 
and 
11 this way it is carried from vil­ 
lage to village, with very little loss 
of time until it reaches the person 
for whom it is intended.
